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And what do this Gen@ration expe 
of the New Minifiry ?

Innumereble are the Abfurdities, thefe 
People have filled the Heads of the com- 
mon People with, on this Occafion 3 and 
that fuch Delufions thould prevail, is almoft 
incredible —— Such as that the Bifhops. are 
all Presbyterians; that all the Low-Church.
